(Continued from Monday) 


Among low-income groups there 
are, of course, many families and 
individuals that do save over the 
course of a year, but they are 
counterbalanced by others who in 
that year barely break even or go 
into the red. Parents, in particu­ 
lar, find it hard to save while chil­ 
dren are young, though that is the 
time when the family is likely to 
be in greatest need of protection 
against the interruption or loss of 
the breadw inner’s earnings. 
There is no doubt that American 
fam ilies, by and large, want to 
spve and do save when they have 
a fair margin of income over the 
requirem ents of a decent living. 
Even 
in 
good 
years, 
however, 
m any family incomes are too low 
to meet the losses and costs if 
the breadw inner is out of a job for 
any considerable time because of 
unemployment or illness or if oth­ 
ers in the home have serious and 
prolonged sickness. One such ca­ 
tastrophe may wipe out savings of 
past years and leave debts. 
Still less can most families build 
up 
through 
individual 
savings 
alone 
a 
sufficient 
bulwark 
to 
withstand, without losing their fi­ 
nancial independence, the long- 
continued or perm anent loss of in­ 
come that comes w hen the bread­ 
w inner must stop work because of 
disability or old age < r when he 
dies leaving others who have de­ 
pended on him for their support. 
It is essential to the Nation as a 
whole, as well as to the families 
directly 
concerned, 
that 
people 
should have a steady income suf­ 
ficient to meet their basic needs. 
It is part of our national stand­ 
ard of living, part of the heritage 
we claim for ourselves as a heal­ 
thy, progressive, and prosperous 
people, that even low-income fam ­ 
ilies should have things our grand­ 
parents may have done without, 
such as running water, adequate 
heat in winter, electricity, a radio, 
an occasional movie, greater va­ 
riety in diet and clothing. Many 
w orkers have to have a car to get 
to and from their jobs. The fam i­ 
lies that now save little— those 
with low and moderate incomes— 
m ake up a large share of the m a r ­ 
kets on which our economy de­ 
pends. Their spending is necessary 
to hold up the fabric of trade and 
industry and agriculture on which 
the living of the Nation depends. 
When a large part of the popu­ 
lation cuts down spending, that 
fabric sags, and workers, farmers, 
and others feel the weight of hard 
times. That is what happened in 
the early years of the depression 
w hen fear and necessity made pe - 
pie stop buying. 
When 
trade 
and 
i n d u s t r y 
brought people together in t wns 
and cities, it no longer was safe 
for each house to have its own 
well. The safety of the whole tow 
made it necessary to have a town 
w ater supply. 
The safety of all of us now de­ 
pends also on regular earning and 
spending to keep factory wheels 
turning and goods moving across 
store counters. Unless m any peo­ 
ple are buying what others are 
producing and selling, earnings art 
less, jobs are fewer, and all of us 
have less chance to earn. The 
well-being of families depends on 
the ability of other families to buy. 
Family security, once dependent 
on w ork done at home, has fol­ 
lowed the work of the family out 
of the home. Social security is no 
longer home-made. 
Community Action to Safeguard 
Health, Life, and Livelihood 
Long before we began to talk 
about social security, local com­ 
munities and States began to take 
steps to safeguard life, health, and 
livelihood. As cities grew up we 
banded together to pay for certain 
kinds of protection that no one 
family can provide for itself. We
